1. This office action is in response to the amendment filed on July 30, 2010 which is in reply to 
BPAI decision mailed on 3/1/2010, claims 1-3, 5-9 and 11 are presented for further examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-9 and 11 are allowable in light of the prior art made of record. 



Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon searching a variety of databases, and the board entering a new 112 second rejection that 
was clarified by applicants amendment filed on 7/30/2010, the examiner respectfully submits that 
"processing the user-selected menu option, said processing further including: determining if a 
requested execution of the at least one process complies with configuration rules for the identified at 
least one storage device, and if not, blocking execution of the at least one process, and generating an 
error message, the configuration rules determined in accordance with the information in the 
database" the pervious cited limitations of claim 1 in conjunction with all other limitations of the 
dependent and independent claims are not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record (PTO-892 
and 1449). Therefore, all pending claims 1-3, 5-9 and 11 are hereby allowed.
